I  make  haste  to  answer  your  last  letter  and  to  appologise  for 
more  'or  less  accusing7*oT  having  some  documents  of  mine  re  Pecks 
that  are  still  in  my  "possesion. 

First  I  do  not  know  the  geography  of  New  York  &  New  Jersey 
well  enough  to  appreciate  your  hypothesis  re  James  Peck  Sr.  He 
and  Samuel  seemed  to  have  kept  close  together.  Samuel  had  married 
Rachael  Slater  and  she  was  born  at  Harlem  N.J.  and  buried  at 
Schraalenburg.   itachael's  line  was  Bussing,  Waldron,  Vermilye, 
Delmatier,  Du  Bois  with  the  Delamater  line  coming  in  twice. 

The  Pecks  tried  to  recover  the  Harlem  estates  and  had  all  the 
history  of  the  family  at  one  time  but  it  got  lost  in  a  fire  at  Albury 

I  have  tried  to  salvage  what  I  could  and  have  a  complete  record 
of  the  Peck  descendants  of  Jacobus  Jr.  whose  son  James  born  at  Albury 
was  locally  called  "Cos"  Peck  and  his  sister  Mary  that  married 
the  John  V/eese  of  whom  I  have  so  far  been  unable  to  get  satisfactory 
proof  of  his  parentage  and  of  which  Mrs.  Rae  Roblin  is  a  descendant 
was  called  Polly  all  of  which  helps  with  confusion. 

The  main  line  of  true  Pecks  of  which  I  could  not  find  any 
linkage,  are  descendended  from  a  Rev  Peck  that  came  to  America  in 
the  Winthrop  Fleet  ( 1620-1640)  and  the  Hasting  sCounty  Pecks  are  descendedf 
from  him. :  thus  so  much  confusion  . 

Also  I  do  not  know  Nova  Scotia  &  N.  B.  well  enough  to  dispute  any 
of  your  theories,  all  of  which  may  be  correct. 

Jacobus  Jr  .  was  born  in  1759.  From  what  I  can  gather  he  had  an 
uncle  Samuel  that  was  his  father-in-law,  a  cousin  Samuel  tb£  .Sophiasburgh 
that  married  Judith  Parliament! orders  in  council  179$  &  1317)  and 
a  son  Samuel  that  married  Letty  Bonter   in  1307( family  record.) 

In  his  wifes  family  the  descendants  had  the  same  names  but  they 
married  different  people  and  the  Pecks  of  Sophiasburg  were  also   just 
as  prolific  for  a  time  as  those  of  Ameliasburgh.  The  information  is 
probably  around  but  despite  my  pleading  all  I  get  is  promises  and  I 
have  not  the  time  to  go  and  get  it  myself. 

It  would  pay  you  to  spend  a  day  with  your  wife  in  the  quiet  of  our 
dinning  room  just  seeing  what  I  have,  but  it  would  still  be  better 
if  it  were  all  in  a  proper  research  library  in  our  to  be  museum,  with 
yourself  as  archivist  until  such  time  as  it  is  organizedwith  trained 
&  competent  liabrarians  in  your  wake. 

I  do  appreciate  very  much  your  interest  in  the  Peacks,  please 
come  and  see  just  what  I  have  got  in  this  matter  as  well  as  many  other 
families.  Incedently  I  am  helping  The  Belleville  Lodge  ff   123  to  start 
their  history  of  their  first  one  hundred  years  as  well  as  Moira  #  11 
with  their  loOth  Birthday  next  year.
